EXFLOSIVE BURGLAR ALARM. 


A Great Scheme if Yeu Don’t Mind 
Fireworks In the House. 

Here is a most ingeniotis method of 
making a house burgiar proof. It is 
the idea of a French chemist, whosub- 
mitted It to the laboratory of La Na- 
ture, where it was tested and found to 
work according to specification. Itcon- 
sists in sprinkling upon the floor of the 
ball or vestibule a powder that will ex- 
plode os soon as it is stepped upon, 
even if the intruder be shod with felt 

A very little powdered jodine is dust- 

es OOO ae 
moisten the powder, This porates 
quickly and leaves a new substance, 
fodine nitrate, which will explode or 
detonate at the slightest touch: 

A rat running acroas the floor, will 
set up @ series of tiny explosions that 
will scare it into seven fits. A burglar 
treading on it will think he is walking 
over bunches of firecrackers. The noise 
will arouse the house, } 

This novel burglar preventive should 
not be used on parquet floors,, as it 
may injure them, but it is ided! for 
use upon stone, concrete or tiled floors.
